This Mall, by the way, is a beau- 


tiful place. 
Eventually It will extend 


from a point on the river opposite 
Georgetown straight through to the 
capitol.

unbroken except by tbe Washington 
monument, some government build np> 
and by great trees. 
Before long. It is 


the firm belief of men charged witn 
the beautifying of the city, that all the 
business buildings on the south side or 
Pennsylvania avenue will be removed 
and that there will be one great go\- 
ornmont park extending from the ave- 
nue,to tbe river and from the capital 
to the Lincoln memorial. 
This is spring in Washington. It was 


a late spring, but it finme finally, and 
with it on its march up the Potomac 
came the birds from the south, who in- 
stantly took up temporary, and In some 


i cases, permanent, residence in KOCK 
Creek park. This beautiful park will 
enter into the scheme of the compre- 
hensive beautifying scheme of the clt>. 
Eventually there will be a broad park 
belt, virtually-surrounding the capitol 
of the nation. When it is understood 
that. Iii tho city itself there are a score 
or more of small parks, and that overs 
avenue and nearly every street has its 
double line ot shade trees, some ade- 
quate idea can be obtained of the 
eventual beauty ot this Potomac city.

for seed purposes. 


Such potatoes are not adapted to 


our soils and climate and will not re- 
turn profitable yields. 


Several serious diseaies not now 


prevalent in tliis country are almost 
certain to be introduced if such stock 
is used for seed.

TAX 
PUT 
ON FEMALE CATS 


New Jersey Assemblymen Pass Meas- 


ure That Hits Felines Without 


Dissent, 


Trenton, N. J.—By a superhuman 


effort and the aid of Speaker Mc- 
Cran's gavel, tho New Jersey houso 
passed Assemblyman Breslnger's bill 
fixing a tax of a dollar a year upon 
female cats. The vote was 61 to 0, 
and the author of the measure was 
surprised and delighted. Kvery time 
the bill has come up for consideration 
heretofore the risibilities of the 
mem- 


bers have been aroused and a chorus 
of catcalls has set in. 
When tnls 


course was attempted. Speaker Me- 
Cran said impressitely, and with no 
sign of a smilo: "Tho gentleman from 
Hudson has been a square sport and 
he Is now entitled to a fair hearing." 


Assemblyman Breslnger then made 


a speech In favor of his measure, fair, 
ly bubbling with good humor 
but 


sticking to the principle of the meas- 
ure and declaring with Impressive elo- 
quence that female cats as hunters 
of the tnsectrdestroying *blrds were a 
menace and ought to be restrained by 
law. 
Moreover, he said, the cat has 


been found to be a dangerous dis- 
seminator of contagious diseases and 
should be suppressed for that reason, 
if for no other. 


Assemblyman Simpson, also of Hud- 


son, said, the bill was not complete; 
that it ought to embrace all cats and 
not the females alone. He defended 
the cat as a destroyer of rats and 
mice, and said It should not bo so re- 
strained to such good work. Most o£ 
the members voted "No" on the roll 
call and Assembly Bresinger saw de- 
feat for his bill, but all changed to 
"Yes" before tho announcement was 
made.
